Finally areason to get to Toronto. From the 28th of September tothe 2nd 
cof October the first what hopefully will be an anual event will take place. 
‘The Toronto Independent Music Festival will be going on at over 20 clubs 
in the downtown area. 

‘Therest of Canada will probably read this and go, oh great an independ: 
‘ent music festival in Toronto with all Toronto bands. "Not 0," says one of 
the three promoter/publicsts of the festival, Ashley Hillman, “we are 
attracting bands from all across Canada and are trying 10 make the 
representation as national as possible, The reason were doing itin Toronto 
{is because we're based in Toronto.” Of the 150 oso bands playing during 
the five days there will be a 50-55% Canadian contingent with the rest 
‘coming from all over North America, South America, Europe and even, 
‘Asia, In other words the world. 

Hillman, who together with Debbie Ricks and Joanne Smail of Joanne 
‘Smail productions are taking on this endeavour with the full co-operation 
‘of corporate sponsors Molson Canadian and most of the clubs in the city 
“We are mostly booking the bands ourselves and through independent 
promoter,” says Hillman, 

‘A fine example of this took place when I was down at the offices of 
Joanne Smail Productions and a band from Vancouver called the Flow 
‘honed asking about playing the festival. When there was talk of it being 
too expensive to get to Toronto to play the people at JS Prod. talked of 
setting up a tou inthe area for the band to make it all worthwhile. 

0 far none ofthe International bands have been announced but from a 
list that I peeked at you can expect some ofthe biggies in the Intemational 
Independent music industry will be playing at places like the Copa, Silver 
Dollar, The Diamond among more.

Sudden Impact: There's a lot of dif 
ferences actually. Toronto's sort of 
spoiled with alot of bands. There's alot 
‘of gor bands that come out of there. fa 
Toronto there's 8 very loosely linked 
scene that would work it’s way downto 
four shows. There seems tobe this great 
suburban crowd. We get alot of people 
up front they know our tunes, actually 
they kind of know us personally. In 
Montreal, it seems so much more of a 
gamble as to who ss gonna come out. 
think the audience ts much more into 
picking and choosing. [don't know if 
has todo withmaney.fithas todo with 
Jocation f there's lan much compet 
tion. they're just not nto going out to 
party, although it seems like a party 
town I think Toronto has the biggest 
scene and that's why there will be alot 
Of shows this summer, for example 
that aren't going to hit Montreal be 
‘cause promoters are just not confident 
they can draw in Montreal as in 
Toronto. 

RearGarde: Wha did you think about 
the show tonight? 

Sudden Impact: Oh man, it was pretty 
fuckincrazy. Firstofall, wedida’thave 
the biggest crowd hecause apparcatly 
there was some sort of problem going. 
down outside. I don't know what's 
going on here but it seems like theres 
litle bit of aconfict between promot 
ers. Maybe some promoters want all 


the business for themselves. Because 
tonight it just so happens they were 
carding each and every single person, 
even people who look old for some sort 
Cf LD. I've been told that fr this show 
they were particularly heavy. That was 
lite bit of a bummer but we got up 
there and it was hot and we stil rocked 
‘out. Then Thad. litte problem with my 


bass amp, it just died on me. So the 
other guys in the band went into a 
Sacrifice une which was cool. I don't 
know if we had alt of Sacrifice fans in 
the audicace who recognized that tune 
but anyhow we eventually got over all 
that. | ended up playing through a 
Marshall. The attitude was basically 
let's go and have some fun. Everyone 
said play some old tunes. What's really 
frustrating s that our album has heen 30 
Jong coming, out that all everybody 
knows is our old stuff which is really 
‘old. But we still loved playing things 
like Keep on Truckin’. We were going 
toplay longer but mister DJ wanted to 
play his stuff and we never gor 10 an 
encore. The first time here, we really 
liked those tunes, we sill like em, weil 
Sill play them. We just can't wait for 


people to know the new tunes because 
we've got ones which we think ae just

RearGarde: Okay. if you could be any
